We Are at War 


Sinking of the United States Destroyer 
Reuben James, and torpedoing of the Destroyer 
Kearny need not come as a surprise to the 
American people. For the simple fact is, in the 
North Atlantic at least, we are at war with Nazi 
Germany. The war is, of course, confined to a 
naval war, but when the presidential order 
went out to our ships, to “shoot on sight,’ there 


could be no other result. 
Add to this the fact that the Germans 


observe no rules of warfare, that their U-boats 
and other naval forces enact to the full the 
role of pirates of the high seas, and the 
inevitability of conflict between the two nations 
becomes plain. 

It is, perhaps, unfortunate the American 
people cannot be as fully informed as to any 
damage we are inflicting on the enemy, as 
they are in regard to our own losses. It is 
plainest good policy not to announce the sink- 
ing of any enemy submarine. Mysterious failure 
to return to the home port has powerful effect 
upon the morale of the friends and families of 
the submarine crews which do not come home. 
"There is, however, one result of the Navy’s 
work in the Atlantic which is known. That is 
in the tremendous reduction in the rate of loss 
of the convoys. Ever since the United States 
Navy went into: action to protect the ships that 
carry our products to Britain and to Russia, the 
toll of the Nazi underwater boats has grown 


ee 


less. ; 
We cannot fight a war at sea, against such 
an enemy as the Nazis, without suffering loss. 
The American people must be prepared, once 
again, to read the casualty lists of their own 
mien. 

One encouraging detail of the two incidents, 
the Kearny and the Reuben James, must be 
remembered. The Reuben James was ‘one of 
the old-type destroyer, launched in 1920. When 
hit by enemy torpedo, she went down. The 
Kearny was a new ship, but recently launched. 
When she was Similarly hit she was seriously 
damaged, to be sure, but managed to reach 
port under her own power. Our modern ships 
are. evidently, far less vulnerable to torpedo 


attack.

Life Insurance Index 

One of the best barometers of the prosperity 
f the nation is the insurance business. It is 
heartening, therefore, to learn that new life 
insurance taken out in September of this year 
was 27.3 per cent more than for the same month 
last- year. It is more or less axiomatic that not 
only the buying of new life insurance, but the 
keeping up of insurance payments depends on 

the general good condition of the country. 

The statistics are further revealing along 
these lines with the disclosure that, for the 
first nine months of 1941, the increase was 6.8 
per cent. This is based on the reports of 40 
companies which write 82 per cent of the entire 
insurance:in the country. Total life insurance 
written in the month of September was #699.- 
549.000, divided into ordinary, ,industrial. and 
group insurance. 

It is also interesting to note in the latter 
connection that the largest gain—220 per cent 
—was in group insurance, which seems to point 
out quite definitely that more and more enter- 
prises with large mumbers of employes are 
making efforts for those workers to obtain the 
maximum of insurance protection, a healthful 
and satisfactory trend. 

Further encouragement is seen in the fact 
that the lapse rate of life insurance, which 
always goes down as the business index goes 
up, has reached a record low of 3.8 per cent, 
compared to the former lowest point, reached 
in World War I boom days, of 3.9 per cent.

He’s In Again 

Charles W. Holman is secretary of the Na- 
tional Co-operative Milk Producers’ Federation, 
with headquarters in Washington. It is Holman, 
in this position, who has been the leading lob- 
byist for years in an effort to bar sales of 
oleomargarine. 

If bills now pending in congress, advocated 
by Holman, become law it will be practically 
impossible for oleomargarine to be sold, any- 
where. 

The situation is of importance to the south, 
inasmuch as one of the principal ingredients 
in the manufacture of oleomargarine is cotton- 
seed oil, an important product of the cotton- 
producing states. 

Holman has recently announced the results 
of a “survey” which, he states, was made by 
his federation and which he describes as “ex- 
haustive” and which purports to show: that en- 
tire elimination of oleomargarine from the 
American. market would make “almost no im- 
pression upon the cotton growers of the south.” 
He adds, “Farmers in the 10 leading cotton 
states who last year received nearly two bil- 
lion dollars for their farm products, can at- 
tribute only one-fifth of one per cent of this 
income to ingredients—mainly cottonseed oil 
—manufactured into oleomargarine.” 

Other than this self-conducted 
Holman offers no information as to source of 
his statistics or his statements. 

He confuses the issue, however, by com- 
bining soybeans, also used in oleomargarine 
manufacture, with cottonseed oil. And soy- 
beans are grown chiefly in Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa and Ohio. 

Going even further in his somewhat fan- 
tastic analyses, Holman states that lard and 
vegetable shortening are competitive products 
to oleomargarine and claims the farmers re- 


‘ceive higher revenue from each pound of such 


shortening sold than they do from a pound of 
oleomargarine. 

In all his arguments, Holman forgets, or ig- 
nores, one vitafly important factor. That is the 
consumer. There are tens of thousands of homes 
in America today which cannot afford to buy 
high-priced butter. To these homes, oleomar- 
garine constitutes a healthful, palatable sub- 
stitute, as a spread for bread. It is, literally, 
the poor man’s butter. 

Would Holman have these thousands who 
now enjoy tasty oleomargarine with their 
meals, substitute lard or vegetable shortening?

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WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
ONE FEAR REMOVED WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The war in 


Russia, now going into its fifth month, 
has progressed far enough to remove one of the early concerns of 
Allied military observers. 

It was the fear of these observers that Hitler’s blitzkrieg methods, 
his known superiority in tanks, guns and planes, plus the new 
psychological tactics he employs'to terrorize defending troops, would 
hastily break down the morale of the Russian army and result in 
the wholesale surrender of Soviet divisions after the familiar Ger- 
man encirclement movements. 

That is what happened in France and Poland, although the 
French were supposed to have the best trained army in Europe. 
Military experts had rated their* equipment the equal, if not the 
superior, of Hitler’s in everything but air power. Yet large seg- 
ments of their army surrenderd after the first impact of German 
blitz methods. 


RUSSIANS DON’T QUIT Events of the past month would 

: certainly seem to offgr the final 
evidence that there is no longer any likelihood of the Russians doing 
that. Hitler’s intensified drive, his supreme effort to wind up the 
campaign before winter comes, appears to have tempered the Red 
army warriors to fiercer fighting. He may still win, but if he does 
it will be through sheer force of superior equipment and reserves, 
rather than by a complete rout brought on by destruction of de- 
fending morale. 

The persistence with which the Moscow communiques are dwell- 
ing on the subject indicates that the shoe is beginning to fit the 
other foot. It was more than three weeks ago, October 9, that 
the Hitler propaganda machine gave out the claim in Berlin that 
the battle over Russia had been won, that 70 Soviet divisions were 
hopelessly trapped before Moscow. 

A week before that Hitler had sent the greatest army he could 
gather into a new offensive, which he proclaimed would be “the las 
great decisive battle of this year.” But Moscow still stands, It is 
true the Russians have yielded much ground, but there is no indi- 
cation of the fighting spirit of the army breaking down. It is 
counterattacking instead. 


WHAT OF GERMAN MORALE? There must be some truth, 


then, in the claims of the 
Moscow communiques that the morale of the German soldiers is 
deteriorating every day. The exhaustion of their physical and 
moral strength has intensified in the last 20 days of fighting, the 
Russians say. Depressed by heavy losses, worn out and vermin- 
ridden, the Nazi troops, according to the testimony. of war prisoners 
released by the Russians here, “are steadily losing faith in the 
decisive victory promised by Hitler and in an early termination of 
the war.” 

Sample of the testimony as made available by the Soviet em- 
bassy:. Nazi prisoner Emil Grin: “From the very first day of the 
new offensive many soldiers have been walking about like the 
doomed. I felt as if I were walking over a precipice.” 

The Russians say many captured German soldiers are now ex- 
pressing doubt for the first time of a Nazi victory. The general 
appearance of the prisoners is said to differ sharply from those taken 
during the first weeks of the war. A majority of them are reported 
to be shabby and seem tired out. Many wear tattered uniforms and 
are without underwear. Most all of them, according to the Russian 
official reports, “are extremely verminous and constantly scratch 


themselves and search for lice.” 
MANY DEFECTIVES The Russians say, also, that among the 
recent Nazi prisoners are many with 
serious physical defects, such as absence of one eye since early child- 
hood, heavy nearsightedness, and lameness. This is cited to indi- 
cate that a grave shortage of man power is beginning to appear 
in the German army. Prisoners are quoted as saying that at 
present absolutely all men between the ages of 17 and 50 have been 
called to the army, not excluding those with physical defects which 
formerly barred them from military duty. 

Not only the Nazi army, but the masses of Germans at home, 
are beginning to have doubts about Hitler’s ability to make good 
on his last promise,,declare the Russians, who add confidently that 
the longer the war lasts the more rapidly will the morale and the 
strength of Hitler’s;army be exhausted. 


How correct the: Russian appraisal of the situation may be re-! 
mains to be seen, but one obvious fact stands out to lend more than | 


passing encouragement. After nearly a month of the most intensive 
fighting the war has yet seen, and more than three weeks after 
Hitler’s propaganda machine announced that the war was over. it

Another Letter From a Bald- 


lhe South's Standard ‘Newspaper

NOT AT ALL SILLY I recall very well indeed being in°Cuba 
during the revolution which unseated 


Gerardo Machado, the Cuban president and dictator of that time. 
This was the summer of 1933. I thought of this just yesterday be- 
cause I talked! to a lot of the university. students just before the 
revolution. They did a great job in bringing about that ousting of 
a cold, ruthless tyrant. 

I have beeh reading the letters to the editor in various news- 
papers and 1 see where some of the writers refer to the students 
as being silly and as acting like a lot of whippersnappers because 
they are holding protest meetings about the political dominations 
of the University System. 

I read, tgo;'where some said the students were organized by the 
newspa andi by some of their “elders.” This, of course, is not 

— The stuflents have an affection for their university. They 
reacted as stuflents do anywhere else, with enthusiasm and with 
emphatic announcement of their position. 

It was wise, too. They have said all along they were not making 
a personal attatk on the Governor. They were attacking his politi- 
cal interference which to date has led to the firing of ten faculty 
men in the system. 

I’d never think students were silly if I were in a political office 
and they were organized against me. Man, man. Not that. They 
are very honest at that age and they have opinions and ideals and 
they will fight) for them. The men who become parachute troops 
and who fly the fighting planes and the bombers are those same 
“silly” boys, yau know. It is, in my opinion, only a silly adult who 
would sum them up as just young whippersnappers and silly ado- 
lescents and let it go at that. That’s really being silly. 

They have ideals and they are willing to fight for them. They 
won’t compromiise and it isn’t possible to put pressure on them and 
make them quit. That isn’t silly. 

They haven't been hysterical and they haven’t been unfair. I’d 
say that if the students start a fight they will keep on until it is won. 

Machado had closed up the University 


CUBAN STUDENTS 
of Havana because the students pro- 


tested his tyramny. He closed it up tight. 

He had some of them killed and others were beaten in the riots 
that followed the closing of the university. 

I had some contacts and several of them visited me in my room 
at the National hotel, later to be shelled during the revolution 
which brought |Fulgencio Batista to power. They showed me the 
scars on their hacks where they hgd been lashed until the skin was 
broken and cut; They were very bad-looking scars. They brought 
one youngster ‘with an arm gone. His wounds had gone unat- 
tended and it Was necessary to amputate it. 

It got to be’ a cold, cruel war and the students were in it, as 
were the faculty members. They were fired on and some of them 
were killed. They began to kill back. They kept right on. While 
a depressed pedple were apathetic and hopeless, the students never 
gave up. : 

I recall visiting a man’s cellar—he was a member of the Havana 
Rotary Club—and I never sweated so in my life. It was a wine 
cellar and theme were more cases of dynamite there than there 
was wine, 

Machado was a murderer and a villain who who. was ruining 
his country and his people. It was the students who Kept opposi- 
tion alive. 


CZECH STUDENTS You may recall that when the Germans 
took over Czechoslovakia they executed 
some 60 students.who had demonstrated against them. ) 

You will find students always fighting for their ideals and 
their beliefs. ‘They are the same sort that you will find fighting 
all the battles of the world in places where you've got to believe 
something strong enough to be willing to die for it. 

You can také an adult and you can do things with him. He may 
have to get something done for his business and so he will sell out 
his real beliefs to get it. He will put away his ideals for a deal. 

But not your student. He has ideals and he hasn’t any bargains 
to make. Thatis why he makes a good soldier. That’s why the 
cadets from V.|M. I. went out and fought a great battle in the 
War Between the States. They are honest. They have ideals and 
they are willing to fight for them. 

They may te impulsive, although their course as yet has not 
indicated any isnpulsiveness. — They may have acted rashly. 

But don’t, kind friends, call them silly, and don’t advise spank- 
ing them and putting them to bed without any ‘supper. 

They are right and they know it. 

So, they won't quit. 

And they wen't sell out, as some of their elders do.

Well, many (‘years when the tide of immigration flowed 
southward. from Virginia and Maryland and Pennsylvania,’ some 
units of it drifted back into remote mountain caves and there were 
stranded for keéps. 

These mountain people, having little or no contact With changing 
civilization, have remained unchanged through the centuries. They 
still use Elizabethan words and phrases and sing the-ancient folk 
songs of England. 

A few of them may resemble the hillbilly type found in comic 
pictures, but these are not typical.- In fact, the mountain people as 
a Class are-’so sound and sturdy and intelligent that Woodrow Wilson 
once expressed the belief that Providence had preserved them in 
racial purity for some great service to the nation. All they need is 
opportunity. 

Some years ago a young doctor and his bride, determined to 
make their lives useful to humanity, traveled into a remote section 
of the North Carolina mountains, far from roads and settlements, 
and, with no capital except courage and faith, established a self- 
help boarding school for mountain children. 

You might think such a school unnecessary, now that consoli- 
dated public schools send free buses everywhere, but this one helps 
kids who live so.far back in the mountains they can’t get to a road 
that buses can travel. 

There is a dofmitory for boys and one for girls, and a workshop, 
separate from the school building, where the kids make almost 
everything they need. 

These kids ate poor—dirt poor. And the school is operated so 
economically that $50 pays for a scholarship. Clothing is. patched 
up and made over from wornout garments contributed “by the 
benevolent, and nothing is considered useless that can be made iftto 
something usefull 

What has all of this to do with you? Well, you are interested in 
bundles for Britain, and charity begins at home—if we happen to 
realize it is needed. And this school is glad to get old clothes and 
shoes that aren’t avorth sending across the ocean. .

PARDONS. . 


It seems that the most unde- 
serving class of people are being 
paroled and pardoned. It is the 
common saying: “You cannot’ keep 
a racketeer in the penitentiary.” 
A racketeer is a person who makes 
his living by a violation of the 
law, It is a reflection on any State 
and community that racketeers 
can operate from day to day, 
month to month and year to year 
and seem to have a charmed life. 
The law, as administered, seems 
unable to reach them, the result 
being that the community suffers. 

Many suggestions have been 
made as a remedy for curbing 
promiscuous and undeserved par- 
dons. The Constitution of Georgia 
points the way if our Legislature 
will follow the mandate of the 
Constitution. The constitutional 
authority granting the Governor 
the right to issue pardons specif- 
ically provides that such pardons 
shall be granted subject to the 
rules prescribed. The Legislature 
having the power to _ prescribe 
these rules could and should pass 
restrictive legislation prescribing: 

First: When and where par- 
dons shall be heard. 
Require a written pe- 
tition. 

Require the registra- 
tion of all persons in- 
terested in the pardon. 
Prescribe that a thirty 
day notice shall be 
published in a paper 
of general circulation 
before any pardon can 
be granted.

Veterans’ Hospital 
By Eleanor Roosevelt. ? 


NEW YORK CITY, Thursday.—Yesterday we stayed in St. Cloud, 
Minn., with Mrs. Albert G. Whitney. It was a very memorable 
experience, for it is not often that one finds an older woman who 
has kept the ability to manage her own life and 
to do the things she enjoysj doing. She still 
makes a pleasant homelike center, to which her 
children and grandchildren come with great joy. 

Miss Thompson and I were very grateful for 
her hospitality. We spent an hour or more in 
the morning at work, after which I had the 
pleasure of seeing four young people. They 
came with a Boy whé4 was with the Interna- 
tional Students’ Institute at Campobello last 
summer and is still at the University of Minne- 
60ta.
